LONDON, May 5— The remnants of the German army 
group in Austria and Czechoslovakia surrendered today, leav­ 
ing Norway the only large pocket of Nazi resistance in Eu­ 
rope. 
Supreme headquarters announced the capitulation of the 
German forces in Austria and Czechoslovakia— the army 
group “G” comprising what was left of the first and 15th 
armies which had faced the American Third and Seventh 
armies. 
A supreme headquarters dispatch reporting the capitula­ 
tion in southwestern Europe said it “in essence means that 
Norway is the only large force of unsurrendered Germans.” 
The Nazis themselves reported that the German army com­ 
mander in Norway had decided to surrender, and capitula­ 
tion might be announced “later today.” The report was in 
an Oslo dispatch of the Nazi-controlled Scandinavian Tele­ 
graph Bureau, quoting “most reliable” sources. 
Czechoslovak sources in London reported today that pa­ 
triot uprising had liberated Prague, which had been “in the 
hands of the resistance movement since 12:30 p. rn.”

PERSONS who have what is 
called seasonal hay fever should 
make preparation* long in advance 
of the time when they expect to 
be troubled with the condition, no 
as to avoid the difficulties which 
thin disorder bring*. Seasonal hay 
fever is a disorder whieh occurs at 
a definite time of the year. It is 
caused by sensitivity to some type 
of pollen. The ragweed ie the most 
common cause of the condition. 
However, many persons have sea­ 
sonal hay fever in the spring and 
early summer, due to sensitivity to 
the pollen of the various grasses 
or trees. 
The first principle in treating 
seasonal hay fever is for the pa­ 
tient to avoid contact with the 
pollen, if possible. This may be 
achieved by changing surround­ 
ings. The north shore region of 
Lake Superior, the area along the 
Pacific coast, and the New Eng­ 
land mountain areas may be tau 
^factory for escaping the rag­ 
weed pollen. Unfortunately, for 
most people, change of surround­ 
ings is not possible. 
If it can be arranged, the bed­ 
room should be closed to unfiltered 
outside air. Ventilation and filtra­ 
tion of tile air can be brought 
about by using an air-condition­ 
ing unit, or a simple home-made 
filter can be put in the bedroom 
window. There are also various 
pollen filter* that can be worn 
over the nose and mouth. Patients 
with seasonal hay fever should 
avoid long walks, rides in the 


country and work in th* open air, 
especially on windy days, during 
the time when the symptom* sr* 
likely to occur. 
The symptoms of hay fever con­ 
sist of sneezing, discharge from 
the nose and redness and watering 
of the eyes. Eye drops are helpful. 
A solution made up of epinephrine, 
sodium borate and boric acid may 
be found helpful. There are cer­ 
tain drugs which, when taken by 
mouth, may also give some relief. 
The ones particularly employed 
are epinephrine and ephedrin*. 
The ephedrine can be taken in com­ 
bination with some sedative or 
quieting drug, such a* the bar­ 
biturates. Aminophylline is an­ 
other drug which may be found of 
some benefit in certain patients. 
It is not a good plan to use nose 
drops too frequently to relieve the 
stuffiness in the nose produced by 
the hay fever. These nose drop* 
are employed to contract the blood 
vessels and relieve the congestion, 
but it has been found that after 
the use of the nose drops th* blood 
vessels may again dilate or relax 
and make the symptoms worse. 
Doctors Louis K. Prickman and 
Philip D. Gelbach of the Mayo 
Clinic suggest that vitamin C, 
taken in large doses, may be help­ 
ful tor certain patient*, particu­ 
larly if other measures of treat­ 
ment have not been found bene­ 
ficial. Hay fever patients should 
get plenty of rest, avoid excite­ 
ment, irritating dust and exces­ 
sive smoking. There is treatment 
which may bring relief to the pa­ 
tient with hay fever.
